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3. The coated palladium-silver alloy can be used to 
pass hydrogen, either gaseous or dissolved, into or 
out of vessels containing gases or liquids. The alloy 
could have, application in electrochemical systems 
such as batteries (where the alloy can be an elec- 
trode); in chemical processes for controlling the 
concentration of hydrogen, either as a reactant or 
product of reaction; and in hydrogen sensing de- 
vices. 
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
